IA Remarkable Letter to Omaha's 


Chief of Police He Ridicule* At- 
tempts of Detective* to Capture Him. 
Fought With Boer* In South Africa. 
Omaha, Neb., Oct. H—Chief of Po- 


lice John J. Donohwe yesterday recelv- 
«d a letter from Pat Crowe, naming 
the term* on which he will surrender. 
The letter came In care of an Omaha 
JMWrtpaper, la which it Is published, 
and carers 15 closely written pages 
of manuscript. The post mark is il- 
legible, but the letter was mailed at 
8 o'clock in the morning and reached 
this city at S o'clock in the evening 
of the same day, indicating that it had 
Jiot traveled a long distance. In the 
letter Crowe agrees to give himself 
up at once and stand trial for the kid- 
napping of Eddie Cudahy. provided he 
shall not be locked up until a jury 
shall adjudge him guilty. He says he 
is unable to furnish bond in excess 
of fSOO, and demands that bail be fixed 
in that sum. 


Crowe's Proposition. 


Crowe's letter to Chief Donahue 


tieglna: 


"Nearly a year has passed by since 


I was accused of the Cudahy kidnap- 
ping. A large reward was offered and 
•plenty of time has been given for the 
police and detectives to have made 
me a prisoner. So far they have failed 
to do It. 


Crowe th«?n takes the detective agen- 


cies to task, defying them to attempt 
Ids arrest, and continues: 


"Now, Mr. Donahue, let me tell you 


all I want is justice, a fair trial by 
12 men. citizens of Douglass county, 
Nebraska. Not by Herod or any of 
Us kind. Their God is gold and with 
that power they rule the world. 


"Donahue, all I ask is a square deaL 


Grant my request and I will give my- 
self up. 


"Mr. Cudahy has known me for 13 


Tears. He now believes me guilty, 
Berertheless I think he will give me 
* fair trial, as all he wants is the 
public to know the truth." 


He then expresses confidence that 


the county attornfey and sheriff will 
jjive him a fair trial and says he has 
Dcnown Governor Savage ever since he 
Trat a barefooted boy on a farm in 
Iowa, and says the governor has iden- 
tified him at the banks In South Omaha j 
•when Crowe was in business there. I 
The letter expresses regret that he j 
has fallen Into ill repute and then lays i 
down the conditions of his surrender 
as follows: 


"Now, Mr. Donahne, I will give my- 


aelf up to you If you will promise me 
upon your word of honor tbat I will 
not be locked up until the jury says 
guilty. And If the jury says that I 
•will take my punishment like a man, 
•without a murmer. 


"I ca» give a bond for 1500 and that 


Is alL If the court will not accept 
that, I am a fugitive from Injustice.

of appeals yesterday handed down a 
decision reversing the judgment of 
conviction of murder ct th- m-st de- 
gree against Roland D. Holincus and 
granting him a new trial.

H. A. Houseal. an engraver, has ac- 


complished a task in the engraver's 
art which eclipses the engraving of 
the Lord's Prayer upon a gold dollar, 
which was supposed for a long time 
to be the triumph of fine work in en- 
graving. He has managed to engrave 
the alphabet complete on the head of 
a common pin. 
Mr. Houseal, who 


rarely uses a glass in his work, can. 
read the letters with the naked eye, 
and although there are few persons 
whose eyesight is so strong, a com- 
mon magnifying glass serves to make 
them easiiy distinguishable. The let- 
ters range from left to right, and are 
all capitals.
